THE DAY IN ‘CONGRESS. 


Short Seesions in Both Senate anil 
House. 

Washington, March 19.—Vice President 
Stevenson, having returned from his North 
Carolina trip, presided over the senate to- 
day. The enrolled seigniorage bill, signed 
by the speaker, was received from the house 
immediately after the reading of Thurs- 
day’s journal. 

Mr. Weorge gave aotice of his intention 
to address the senate on fhe lege! aspects 
of the Hawaiian question. 

Messages from tile president of the 
United States in relation to the landing of 
the British forces at Bluefielus, Nicaragua, 
and in relation to Hawaiian affairs, were 
laid before the senate at 2:50 o clock p. m,. 
and referred to the committee on foreign 
relations. 

Mr. Telle> gave notice that he would, 
next Thursday, ask to take up the McGar- 
rahan bill. He said that he had intended 
to do so today, but that as its opponents had 
indicated to him their willingness to have 
the bill taken up on Thursday, he had 
postponei making ‘tis request. 

District of Columbia bills occupied the 
time of the senate during the remainder 
of the open -session. 

After a short executive session the senate, 
at 5:30 o’cleeck, adjourned until tomorrow. 
In the House.

SENT BACK TO THE STATE COURTS 


Two Cases Involving the Tax Laws of 
Tennessee. 

Washington, March 19.—The suits involv- 
ing the validity and scope of the general 
tax law of the state of Tennessee, which 
have been pending in the supreme court of 
the United States for several months, were 
sent back to the state courts today for 
disposition, without an expression by the 
fede.al bench upon the merits of the statute. 
There were three of the cases. In two of 
them, the’state of Tennessee and the coun- 
ty of Snelby sued the Union ard Planters’ 
bank and the Bank of Commerce, of Mem- 
phis, in the circuit court of tne United 
States for the western district of Tennes- 
se>, to recover taxes on the capital stock 
of the corporation alleged to be due under 
the state referred to. The banks claim 
that under their charters, their capital 
stock was exempt from taxation. Counsel 
for the state and county contended that 
the capital stock and the shares of stock 
were separate items and subject to taxa- 
tion. Judge Hammond heard the case and 
held that the United States courts had ju- 
risdiction, and that both capital stock and 
shares of stock of the corporations were ex- 
empt from taxation. 

In the other case—that of the state of 
Tennessee and the city of Memphis against 
the Bank of Commerce—proceedings were 
begun in the local state courts and the 
case then removed to the United States 
court on petition of cefendants, who aver- 
red that questions arising under the con- 
stitution of the United States were involv- 
ed. The same disposition was made of 


this case by Judge Hammona as of the 


other two ana the state and county au- 
thorities appealed to the supreme court of 
the United States. 

Justice Gray delivered the opinion of the 
court reversing the decision of the circuit 
court on the ground that as to the cases

ADEMAND'OR JUSTICE SHE CALLS IT 


Madeline Stes That She Was Infatuated 
with th Silver T'ongued and Silver 
Haired Sinner. 


Washingt, March 19.--Madeline Pol- 
lard was tken through the mazes of her 
life todaiunder’ the guidance of Major 
Butterwori, who, in the absence, through 
illness of N. Totten, has taken the place as 
leading cmsel for Colonel Breckinridge. 
Sometimesshe broke away from where he 
wanted h¢ and would make a telling re- 
mark agaist the silver-haired defendant. 
She told Im how her alleged ruin was ac- 
complishe¢ how she gave herself up—heart 
soul, bodyand mind—to Colonel Breckin- 
ridge; hoi she loved him, and how she 
acted theleceiver at his instigation, never 
once allowng a hint of their relations to 
fali fromer lips during all the years pre- 
ceding hijmarriage to Mrs. Wing. 

Miss Poard made a good impression. She 
was tearil at times, but at other periods 
her voic@ose until it sounded loud above 
the protes of the attorneys. 

{1 Dramatic Feature. 

One ofhe most dramatic features of the 
very dramatic day was when Miss Pollard 
detailed conversation with Sister Agnes 
at the fundling asylum where her first 
child we born. She had gone there last 
summer vith her brother to get evidence 
and the ster asked her why she wanted to 
ruin Cohel Breckinridge in his old age. 

“He nst bear his share,’ she said, “As 
I must tar mine. He ruined my life and I 
will hav justice.’’

The verdict 
does not give general satisfaction. The 
judge allowed the defense ten days in which 
to take an appeal to the supreme court. It 
is hardly probable that an appeal will be

her ruin there, jut that she had successful- 
ly resisted andthat this was prior to her 
going with Breckinridge to Lexington. 

“I Coul«e Not Resist Him.”’ 

Questioned ai to why she went with 
Breckinridge tc Lexington after her expe- 
rience in Cincimati, she said: 

“I do not kiow—I cannot explain the 
man’s wonderfil power of persuasion. I 
could not resis: Mim; I was completely in 
his. power. He said he wanted me to go to 
Lexington with him that evening and sug- 
gested that he send a telegram to the prin- 
cipai of the colege, signed by my mother, 
and calling me lome. He sent that telegram, 
and I left for Lexington on the afternoon 
train and met him. He took me to the 
house of Sarah Guess.’’ 

She also said she continued her relations 
with Breckinridge up to May 17, 1893, near- 
ly a month after Breckinridge’s secret mar- 
riage to Mrs. Wing. 

Mr. Butterwoith then took Miss Pollard 
for cross-examination and continued the 
questions he began Friday, inquiring mi- 
nutely into her early lifé; what she did; 
what she read; what she thougnt. 

She said in answer to these questions that 
she was an Episcopalian—she had been 
brought up that way. “Once an Episcopal- 
ian, always an Episcopalian,” she said. 
She had an ambition to be a teacher, she 
said, and had not given up that ambition. 
She admitted,in response to Mr. Butterworth, 
that she appreciated the value of the char- 
acter and reputation that a teacher must 
have only too well. ‘‘Indeed, I do, Mr. But- 
terworth,’’ she said in answer to another 
question. ‘Indeed, I do know what it means 
to have a reputation and then have it swept 
away at one blow.”’

lier Visit to “Unele George.”’ 

Miss Pollard was asked to describe a visi 
to the house of a justicé of the peace at 
Briageport, Ky., with Aleck Julian. Miss 
Pollard did recollect. -She said she went 
there one Christmas day while visiting her 
Uncle George at Bridgeport. There was 
quite a party there. “Of course, I have 
seen these references in the papers to a 
mock marriage at Squire Kinsey’s house,”’ 
said Miss Pollard, ‘‘but I assure’ you I 
know nothing of it. It could not have hap- 
penec, for my Uncle George was there, and 
Uncle George was dreadfully strict. Mr. 
Kinsey and his wife and all his daughters 
were there. It could not Lave 
happened. I have no recollection of it.”’ 

Miss Pollard said her visit to ’Squire Kin-~ 
sey’s was on invitation from the squire to 
her uncle and his family, including herself, 
to come there and drink eggnog. They 
went there early Christmas morning. She 
drank too much eggnog and it 
made her feel sick so she went home. Ju- 
lian was there, but she persisted in her 
statement that there had been no mock 
marriage with him. 

Mr. Butterworth handed Miss Pollard a 
letter with a deep black border and askey 
her if ste hac written it. She read it care- 
fully and then dramatically, pronouncing 
every word distinctly, she said: 

“T didn’t write that letter. I did not write 
it; however, much it may look like my 
handwriting. I did not write it, and no one 
can know it so well as the man who is sit- 
ting there. An expert has written this let- 
ter.’’ 

‘‘Now, Miss Pollord, don’t talk that way,’’ 
said Judge Wilson.

A PROTECTION SPOILED 


Havemeyer Works the Finance Commit- 
tee to Suit His Own Sweet Will—Hold- 
ing Up the Country for $15,000,000. 


Washington, March 19.—(Special.)—The 
senate finance committee has at last prac- 
tically completed the tariff bill. Again— 
they have laid down their hands to the 
Sugar trust. It had already been given the 
polariscope discrimination in duty which it 
wanted. Not satisfied with that, Havemeyer 
returned and demanded of his allies in 
the senate that they force the committee 
to put in the color test also—and the com- 
mittee has done it. So that the bill goes into 
the senate and the sugar trust simply 
gets all it wants. Under this bill, it will 
be able to levy a toll of some $15,000,000 a 
year upon the people. 

The bill cannot become a law in that 
form. The house will never submit to it. 
And, in justice to the senate committee, 
its members know this protection wil! 
not be granted. They simply submitted to 
it Ao hurry things up, so as to get the bill 
through the senate without the unnecessary 
delay which the trust senators could cause 
if their demands were not acceded to. 
They think that in this shape the bill can 
go through the senate quickly, and then 
all- these objectionable features can be 
stricken out in conference. 

Trusts Fight Each Other. 

The sugar sharks, however, want it all. 
Fearing that their protection may be 
Slaughtered in conference, they are now 
making a fight against the increased tax 
on the whisky trust. The sugar trust peo- 
ple fear the increased: tax on whisky will 
raise .sufficient revenue to allow sugar to 
go on the free list. They know, if such 
be the case, sugar will be placed on the 
free list. Thus they are fighting to prevent 
any increase in the whisky tax. But the 
whisky trust has a lobby here fighting 
equally hard for a high whisky tax. Thus, 
with the two trusts fighting each other, the 
chances are that in the end both will be 
turned down by congress.

By the Prompt Action of the French 
Premier. 

Paris, March 19.—The cabinet crisis which 
Was caused by the fact that the senate on 
Saturday refused to take action on the 
measure, which had previously passed the 
chamber of deputies, created a special min- 


+ istry of the colonies, instead of having ‘that 


department of the government directed, 
as has been the case up to the present, 
by an under secretary under the ministry of 
marine, had been averted and Premier 
Casimir-Perier is again triumphant. 

When the premier learned of the senate’s 
failure to act upon the measure referred 
to he promptly called a special session of 
the senate for today and allowed it to be- 
come known that he would not remain in 
power without a vote of confidence upon 
the part of the senate. 

In the senate today, after a conciliatory 
speech from the premier, the chamber of 
deputies bill creating a ministry of the 
colonies was approved by a vote of 225 to 
82, and later the senate agreed to the 
grant asked for in connection with the cre- 
ation of this new ministry by a vote of 216 
to 31. 

The premier was warmly congratulated by 
his friends upon the result of the affair, 
which, since Saturday, was looked upon as 
likely to have serious results. _ 

AND HERE’S MORE. 


Another Batch of Hawaii Correspon- 
dence Sent In. 


Washington, March 19.—The 'president, 
with a brief message of transmittal, sent to 
congress today some additional correspond- 
ence between Minister Willis and President 
Dole in Honolulu. The correspondence is 
mainly. of an explanatory character. Mr. 
Willis speaks of it as ‘“‘the final correspond- 
ence touching the attitude of the diplomatic 
agent of the United States, in regard to the 
use of force.’’ 

Under date of February 5th, President 
Dole acknowledged Mr. Willis’s letter of the 
19th, ii which he shows clearly Mr. Willis’s 
desire that no interpretation be placed on 
any of the matters referred to, which is 
inconsistent with the friendly attitude of 
himself and the United States government 
towards the government of Hawaii and in- 
sisting that his own course had not been 
such as to arouse anxiety in this community 
concerning the intentions of the United 
States government. 

On the l4th of February, St. Valentine’s 
Day, Mr. Willis informed President Dole 
that he had been advised by his government 
that his special instructions ‘had been 
fully complied with.”’ 

On the same day President Dole addressed 
quite a lengthy letter of explanation to 
Mr. Willis in the course of which he says: 

“Referring again to your communication 
of January 19th, the receipt of which has 
already been acknowledged, permit me to 
say that it gives me great pleasure to ac- 
cept your explanation of the circumstances 
referred to in my letter of January lith, 
regarding, the deprivation of the liberty of 
the crews of the American man-of-war and 
the wearing of uniforms, after the arrival 
of the Corwin. It would give me great 
satisfaction to close the correspondence at 
this point, but there are matters in your 
communication which require brief explana- 
tion for the sake of a clear understanding 
of some points. 

“It is not my desire in any of my letters 
in this correspondence to charge the United 
States with intending to use force against 
this government, but rather to show that 
the withholding by the United States of its 
intentions on that point, taken with other 
circumstances more or less expressive of 
unfriendliness to this government, had 
produced the unfortunate state of affairs 
that was brought to your attention as a 
reason why such information should not be 
songer withheld. 

‘The first part of Minister Thurston’s in- 
terview with Secretary Gresham quoted by 
you on pages 8 and 9 of your letter, stand- 
ing alone, permits the construction which 
you have given to it. But taken with the 
rest of the interview, as reported in my 
letter of specifications, must, I submit, be 
considered as having been rendered some- 
what problematical in meaning by the sec- 
retary’s refusal, in the lower part of the 
interview, to answer Mr. Thurston’s direct 
question whether or not the United States 
intended to use force.’’ 

He enters into some further expla- 
nation as to passages of the correspondence, 
which now possess no great public inter- 
est and closes by saying: 

“I trust that these additional explana- 
tions may assist in removing al! misunder- 
standing, if any remains, in relation to the 
subject of this correspondence, and may 
assist in convincing you of the yzood faith 
of this government and of an absence of 
unfriendliness on its part in attributing the 
disturbed conditions of affairs here in De- 
cember, referred to in this correspondence, 
to a fear and distrust of your government, 
based upon the circumstances mentioned, a 
feeling which you have fully recognized in 
your letter—an honest belief by the ma 
jority of the community that ‘such hostile 
acts by the United States forces were 
imminent.’ 

“In closing, I beg to assure you that I 
have never intended to put upon your ex- 
cellency the sole responsibility for the mat- 
ters under discussion, as the correspondence 
will show, and to assure you of my sincere ap- 
preciation, of the friendly nature of your 
reply to my letter of specifications and to 
join with you in the expressed hope, ‘that 
there may be a speedy, honorable, and sat- 
isfactory adjustment of all pending ques- 
tions.’ With renewed utterances, etc.,

‘hen Mr. Butterworth asked if, while 
Miss Pollard was being Kept by Breckin- 
ridge, she was engagea to Rozell and had 
the contingent contract of marriage with 
Mr. Rodes? 

“Yes,’’ was the answer. ‘‘As bad as it 
sounds, that was just the condition.’”’ 

Miss Pollard rapidly sketched her life in 
response to Mr. Butterworth while in Cin- 
cinnatl when her first baby was born in 
1885. 

What She Said to the Sisters. 

Mr. Butterworth asked questions evident- 
ly intending to throw doubt on Miss Pol- 
lard’s claim that sne had been to the St.

@ conspicuous part in the defense, is con- 
cerned, for Mr. Stoll is a republican of the 
most pronounced stamp, while his father 
was one of the pioneers of republicanism 
in Kentucky, anda his family has been 
closely identified with the fortunes of the 
party in the Blue Grass state. 

The Political Side. 

Lexington, March 19.—The friends of Con- 
gressman Breckinridge in this city have 
not lost all hope of seeing the tide of pub- 
lic opinion turn in his favor after his de- 
fense in the trial at Washington has con- 
cluded. It is current gossip here that the 
political backers of Candidaté Owens have 
interested themselves in Miss Pollard’s case 
financially. Breckinridge’s friends here be- 
lieve he can carry the counties of Franklin, 
Bourbon, Woodford and Henry. This would 
give him the votes of two-thirds of the 
district. 


HERE'S A SENSATION 


Which a Cincinnati Paper Publishes 
About Miss Pollard. 
Cincinnati, March 19.—The Tribune will to- 
morrow publish a story of Miss Madeline 
Pollara’s life, while a resident of this city, 
of which the following is a liberal resume: 
The Breckinridge case is simply the last 
chapter in a conspiracy, tacitly 1ormed and, 


up to the beginning of the present litigation: 


at Washington, tacitly carried out. It was 
a conspiracy of girls brought together by 
circumstances in this city in 1883 and 1854.

The seventh ward of the city, the young-

1. A surety upon a guaraian’s bond, after 
obtaining his aischarge under section 1817 
of the Ccde, although liable to the ward 
for any past defauit of tne guardian, is 
not liable to a surety of the guardian upon 
a second bond who has answered for tnat 
default in consequence of his own statutory 
liability upon tne second bond. ‘this ha- 
bilicy of the second surety is primary, as 
between himself and the first surety, and 
he has no right either of indemnity or of 
contribution from the latter.
